With apologies to Aaisov, the title of thl® editorial comente upon the odd 
controversy in Which I hare been Injected, Of course, I took it upon ay self to 
write a few words.concerning the situation, so I am net entirely beyond the 
role of devil's advocate; 

At the outset. I never held the position that the Teotonlo Strain Theory (TST) 
vs® entirely without nerlt, and in fact have nade startenenta to this effect on 
several occasional However, since sy criticisms have ieen print, several 
Individuals have taken ^y conents as personal affront a; upon their Integrity, 
and have choon to respond In a rather personal Banner, a Banner In Which I 
Bi Kicked quite effectively; 

Recently, I have been asked to write an article on the TST for a aajor UFO 
Journal, and mj thanks are due to Jerry Clark for his offer. Because of this, 

I will not detail wj construe tire crltlclsua of the TST at this point, and I 
will refer the reader to soae references of note? listed at the end of this 
editorial; I will, however, describe the sequence of c.vents leading up to this 
present situation, 

Michael Perslnger baa.been writing articles on the these of the TST for 
manj year® now, and I first read sone of hi a w ork In the Journal, Perceptual A 
Motor Skills} in the later 1970'aC Thl® was roughly coincidental with the 
publication of the book he coauthored with Uyslalne Lcifrenlere, titled Space- 
Tine Transient® sod Unusual Brent®. It was an Interesting effort to quantify 
#ortean research using statistical analyse® perforaed on conputer, bringing 
together UPO^ bigfoat, poltergeists^ fish fall® and practically everything 
else, advancing the theory that a b no i mal geophysical conditions produce or are 
otherwise catalyst® to produce then transient events A nice theory, but how 
did It seek with reality? My concern at that tine wan; that It geeaed to try and 
link everything together, and I dldn* t think that the universe was that simple 
to> allow a geophysical explanation for everything. 

Coincidentally, about the earn tine, I was studying Lunar TraaMent Phenomena 
(LTP) at the Glenlea Aetroxpslcal Observatory, and found that Parednger nade 
anggeatlan® about their oanes, baaed on hie; statistical calculation® using 
geophysical data. In particular the solar wind'® Influence; Moat ufologists 
do not know that one of the najor contributor® to the knowledge of LTP wan. none 
other them J. Allen Rynek, who vs® head of a project irt Corralitoe Observatory 
for a tlse; At any rats, the sost favored explanation for LTP bolls down to a 
combination of the solar wind and poor seeing condition®, although I have 
argued that residual outgasslng from the Interior of -he Moon say be a 
contributing factor? Perslnger'® calculations showed Shat less than 25M of the 
variance of geomagnetic event® and LTP tuned up, a value that he himself 
describe® a® "marginal"? The statistics failed to sho’f anything but a very weak 
correlation, probably because the data he used involved ao many other variables, 
such a® seeing conditions? In other words^ it was the data that was at fault, 
not Perslnger; 

It wasn't until some tlse later that I began exodnLng the TST in any great 
detail; Poeelbly It was the* lnfaaou® MO71 episode on UFOs that sparked sy 
curiosity more fully. In It, Perslnger lsplled that Travis Walton's experience 
and reported abduction was; due merely to the effect of electromagnetic activity 
on Walton* a; brain, essentially, aborting him out; On the same show, Brian 
Brady showed how snail spark-like lights (he insisted they were not sparks) 
could be produced by a rock sample stressed to the breaking point. It was 
lsplled that this was what Val Johnson saw near Grand Forks (actually near 
Stephen, Minnesota), hut on a larger scale; Immediately, I was intriqued; Rock 
under stress^ near Grand Forks? Fascinated, I telephoned Brady in Colorado, 
seeking sore information. I found him quite pleasant to talk with, and he 
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described sons of his current experiments? I asked his about Perslnger, aid he 
admitted that Perslnger'e theory did tend to etretch things "a bit* but was 
otherwise sound; He sent set some of hie current papers, and I read them with 
Interest, But I found that nowhere did he address the probles of the light 
creation directly in those papers; Essentially, the H0VA desonstation had never 
been described in scientific Journals? 

low I'd be the first to eay that that faot was not significant, if it wasn't 
that Perslnger was continuing to publish articles citing Brady's work; And. I 
asked eone geologists about the sechanlca of the TST, to which I received eons 
asto nish ing replies? Soae harumphed, and others laughed; soet didn't want to 
get involved with something aa silly aa UPOa, least of all a psychologist who 
published papers on geophysics and UFOs; The psychologists I spoke with were 
even woreex they didn't want to get involved, period? since geophysics was not 
in their field; 

The pattern emerged Slowly; Perslnger consistently cited hlnself and Brady in 
hie articles; Geophyaiclsti.; weren't reading then and psychologists couldn't 
follow then; Even atsfclstlolam found then diff cult to fathom. Soae thing was 
Intuitively wrong somewhere; 

Out of determination to understand the ttisory, I took It upon myself to study 
the TST In dets&l, drawing on the resources of psychologists, geophysicists and 
Statisticians for explanations) and advice; I even took an advanced geophysics 
ooura a. to understand the sechanlca Involved; At this point, I wondered ir Brady 
Perslnger had a tumbled onto a great discovery, since they were being generally 
ignored by the scientific cow unity, I was even surprised to receive several 
telephone oalls from Perslnger hlnself at mj work nusber (how he got it aa 
anyone's guess); He was pleasant, although somewhat abrupt, and was pleased 
th at I had set out to substantiate the TST, using Manitoba data; This was not 
untrue, since at the tlse, sy reasoning included the idea that if the TST could 
explain UFOs, then why were there UFO reports in the tec tonic ally-inactive 
province of Maul to b at P erslnger assured ne that he had found that his .theory 
worked for Manitoba UFOs as well; He encouraged ne to use statistical methods 
to tfiow this for Manitoba; 

Except that there are no teotonlo events above norsal background noise in 
Manitoba? My advisors found the entire notion absurd; Vo sal sale events, but 
lots (and lots) of UFO reports; Hencex the T3f cannot be universally correct; 

But Perslnger insists that his TST does not require seismic events to be 
present, only a "strain field"; Hot surprisingly, I found that selssologlsts 
don't understand the mechanics of a strain field very well, and I soon found 
hyaelf In the reals of earthquake prediction; Perslnger had also found hlnself 
at this, point, since he begun associating with John Derr, a reputable 
geophysicist who hasi written extensively on earthquake lights? In fact, as a 
good ufologist should, I had read Derr' ® papers such earlier as a natter of 
course. Recently, Derr presented a paper at the AGU, suggesting that UFOs and 
earthquake lights are caused by the ease process? Except that UFOs are caused 
hy events; of leas, than sagni trade 2, and probably ma g ni tude 1, Oh, yes, such 
events) are generally not detectable. 

And then there's Levereux? Paul Levereux ha® publish ed hi a own book, and 
aone articles in lfew Scientist, describing his plssoelectrlc theory of UFOs 
asidue to rock stress? As one night guess, he cited both Perslnger and Brady 
in support of hi® theory. But once again, if the UPOa in Britain were caused 
by rock under stress and this stress could not be detected, and there was no 
one-to-one correspondence between UFO report and aelaslc event, then how could 
It be determined that the stress was the cause, and not something else 
entirely? 

Perslnger did something similar; he correlated raw UFO data with tectonic 
events, and found a high correlation, although his high correlations are so-so 
correlations to other statisticians. But, as I pointed out, raw UFO data 
Include® a large percentage of mlaldentlfleds like planes and stars. 
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Therefore, I found it strange that misidentifleds would follow the same 
statistical distribution as the "real' 1 UFOs. However, Perainger waved this 
argument off in his papers, and I felt this was not sufficient* 

At any rate, I aentioned Levereux's work (and taat of the Vestigia group in 
the USA; In my major paper reviewing the TST for the U of K?.I also mentioned 
Devtteux in the paper I wrote on the TST for the CUFOS newsletterDevereux 
x vrote a letter to CUFOS, rebutting ^y remarks and defending his version of the 
TST, while oautionsly pointing out differences between the versions of himself 
and Persinger; He, like Persinger, lightly diolssed critics of his theory 
without addressing the major concerns. 

The most recent development is that Persinger has published a seven-page 
■Reply to Rutkowakl" in Perceptual A Kotor Skills (V.60, 1985, P•575-582), 
using the concept of filibuster as an art form. While not saying that my 
criticisms were invalid, he complains that such criticisms stand in the way of 
insyvatlon atti ytlc techniques* hindering the discovery process. He is # 
effectively challenging me to reply in print, but this has*left me stymied* 

It seems* that Perceptual A Motor SfcLllft la a "pay journal* an* authors must 
submit payment to see articles in print. It cost me over S150 to publish my 
three-page article? not including the time and effort spent doing research; 
Persinger. being the head of the Department at Laurentian, can. use* departmental 
fuxri* to tpuhllsh or pariah*! Plus, he is (as: he reminds ua) a PhD, while I 
have only scratched the surface of a Raster'm^ Clearly, he is the expert, to 
s certain degree? 

So, where does this* leave the TST? Persinger, Derr, Brady and Devereux. 
continue to publish articles^ citing each other because no other supportive 
rsmarch exists; I still say that it's not a bad theory, but it needm a great 
deal more study and testing before It should be endorsed by the ufological and 
onlmrtlflo —ItAeaf

Allowing Halley's comet to bring new disasters would be fooliih 



The world has enough threatening crises to confront 
without accepting yet another. Here comes Halley's 
comet, a phenomenon that has heralded catastrophes 
since before history began Halley's missile is now 
racing to earth at 73,000 miles per hour. It must be 
stopped, preferably by a pre-emptive nuclear strike. 

A comet like Halley's, some say, brought extinction 
to the dinosaurs. Others reckon it was the precursor of 
Herod’s slaughter of the innocents. In 1066, Halley’s 
comet was unarguably the harbinger of King Harold's 
defeat. In 1456, Pope Calixtus III condemned it as an 
agent of the devil. And in 1910—as it streaked across 
the skies of Sarajevo—Mark Twain. Tolstoy, Florence 
Nightingale and King Edward VII died. 

Calixtus was right. With the power of nuclear de¬ 
struction at its fingertips, the world cannot afford to risk 
allowing Halley's comet to return in 1986. The credulity 
of comet-struck crowds in the third world will be 
exploited by unscrupulous politicians and holy men. 
Elsewhere, it will again bring vapours to our weaker 
sex. In 1910, women in Chicago boarded themselves 
into their houses to escape comet gas. People who last 
year bought more than lm Boy George records and 
watched many hours of Dallascannot be immune. 

AnnihiUfina aside, Halley’s comet will damage the 


world economy and the environment. Businessmen are 
busily preparing to turn valuable raw materials into 
comet memorabilia. Because much of the memorabilia 
will be produced in Asia and turned to garbage in 
America, it will increase the strains caused by Ameri¬ 
ca’s worsening trade deficit as well as add to the 
pollution of the environment, both of which are unde¬ 
sirable in a mid term election year. 

Protection from such dangers is by itself worth the 
vast resources which a nuclear strike against the comet 
will require. But the endeavour will also leave lasting 
benefits. For peace, it will help overcome a psychologi¬ 
cal barrier facing the Geneva talks: instead of disman¬ 
tling their hard-won missiles, generals will be able to see 
them off in a blaze of glory. For Dr Strangeloves. the 
comet-stopping mission will provide real star-wars 
experience. And there is power to win. 

Any nation willing to send the products of the best 
minds of a gene r ation and a significant portion of its gnp 
hurtling into space to blast a ball of ice three miles 
across will be Heated very carefully by its neighbours. 
The nation that hits the comet, at a distance of 37m 
miles, will gam new respect worldwide. Let next 
Monday be the day when statesmen take the first step 
towards a comet-free future. 



UFO AND PSI PARALLELS

Although researchers studying the UFO phenomenon usually don't exam- 
lne paranormal(PSI) avants such as extrasensory perceptlon(ESP) pay- 
chokenlsla(PK) or apparitions, these two areas of the unexplained ex¬ 
hibit many slmllarltlss. 

The most common and puzzling characteristic shown by both UFOs and 
PSI is their apparent ability to dafy preaantly known laws of physics 
during th# course of performing a certain task. This Is best demonatr- 
aited by the common ability of UFOs to accalerata to incredible speeds 
from practically a atand still or to executa right angle maneuvers while 
crusing at speade wall above any presently known flying technology. This 
apperent disruption of physical laws also occura in PSI happenings. PSI 
events consist mainly of the ability to recieva or transmit Information 
without the use of the five senses. Also included la the ability of 
living beings to Influence animate or Inanimate matter at a diatanc# 
without physical contact. Such aventa as ESP,PK.apparitions and psychic 
healing as with UFOs, seem to be pointing out flawa in the way wa are 
presently interpreting reality. 

The other parallel between UP0 and PSI phanoaana which incidentally 
has also been the moat frustrating, is tha lack of avidance which would 
enable on# to demon»*trait scientific proof in tha eyas of scientists. 

*ith UFOs the avidance usually consists of a photogragh, physical avidance 
or aye witness accounts. This evidence is usually dismissed as fraud, 
miaidentificatlons or psychological delusions. The same is true and 
even more so with parapsychology. Unllka with UFOs, with PSI on# is 
examining a process rather than a object. As a result parapsychologists 
can examine the phenomena under strictly controlled conditions, changing 
specific variables to determine their effect on the outcome of the ex- 
periment. Yet as with UFO evidence, the critics are never satisfied. 

They argue that the statisics*are being manipulated to suit the out¬ 
come or that the statistics are not significant. Host criticized is the 
lack of repeatability and experimenter fraud. As with UFO evidence most 
of the criticisms are unwarrented and weak, yet they continue to exslst. 

Another common characteristic is the ability to Influence matter or 
gravity. This is usually accomplished through as totalizations, demater¬ 
ializations and levitations* Besides the ability to hover stationary 
for extended period* of time, reports of UFOS instantly vanishing or 
appearing have been documented. These characteristics are comparable 
to poltergeist outbreaks where heavy objects have known to have been 
levitated and hurled across the room. Also a few famous psychics such 
as D.D. Home and reJigoua figures have been observed self levitating 
lnfront of witnesses* A few rare physical mediums have been known to 
make objects appear or disappear. A similar phenomenon hae aleo been 
witneesed in poltergeist incidents where stones have been known to 
appear from nowhere raining on or even in a home. Other phenomenon 
although extremly rare are the reports of fires or puddles 
of water appearing with no apparent cause. 

Finally although not the last similarity shared by UFOs and PSI is 
ESP. In some contacts# cases witnesses claim the occupants communicated 
nonverbally with thee. They believe that during that time they could 
understand what the occupants weretrylng to communicate to them. ESP 
whether spontalneous or controlled in a laboratory environment, suggests 
that man has the undeveloped ability to know what his fellow man is 
thinking. 











LiFO and PSI phenomena have many interesting parallels. The purpose 
of comparing UFOs and PSI was arbitrary, I could have used Big foot 
and the Loch Neas Monster as a example of two phenomena which have 
definite similarities.This article demons traits that benifits may 
be derived by overlapping ones area of 6tudy with other similar areas 
inorder to profit from and contribute to other researchers.As it 
is true in the field of medicine it is likewise true when applied to 
the unexplained: all the individual areas must be examined in order 
for the whole to be understood.

The Quantavolution Books 


In the a id-1960's Alfred de Grazia, then one of the leading 
Professors of Social Theory in the United States, becaae aware of 
the books written by Doctor Ipaanuel Velikovsky, who claiaed that 
catastrophic planetary collisions had occurred a few thousand 
years ago. Velikovsky believed these collisions had shaped the 
Earth'3 Surface and hunan history. 

The violent response of university scientists to Velikovsky's 
work aroused de Grazia's curiosity. He checked Velikovsky's work 
and found it to be sound. Soon, de Grazia, too, was exploring the 
consequences of catastrophic interplanetary events as shapers of 
both the environment and of human culture. 

Cosmic Catastrophism, especially if recent, still has not 
found favour with most scholars despite much physical evidence 
acquired in space. Catastrophism is harder to ignore in 1985 than 
before the Space Ags when Velikovsky wrote Worlds In Collisio n. 

Readers will find de Gracia's story interesting and 
believable. In his books de Gracia's grants only a million year 
history to the Earth, and for humankind he suggests a much shorter 
cultural lifetime than is common elsewhere.

Yet Another Controversy 
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I also became involved recently in an argument regarding the evolution of 
science fiction literature and fandom itself. I suppose the beginning was 
when Mike Daly made some rather disparaging comments about the Winnipeg 
Science Fiction Society, in a letter to Garth Spencer (Maple Leaf Rag #9 ). 
His rather bad innaccurmcies sent several people scrambling to their type¬ 
writers, myself included, in order to set the record straight. The summary 
of the corrected version of the history of Winnipeg SF was published by 
G-rth Spencer ( Maple Leaf Rag #11 . Jan.1985)• and included comments by me, 
Randy Reichardt and Chester Cuthbert. (I note that even this published 
version does not mention the major contributions of Garth Danielson, in¬ 
cluding his publication of BOOWATT over a period of several years, nor the 
work of Steve George, who published Universe . Zozma and now SFfcAR .) 

The major bone to pick, though, seemed to be the changes that SF had gone 
through since "the good old days" of the 1970's (remember them?). David 
Hartwell has described this change in his recent book, Anatomy of Wonder, 
where he observes that SF has become increasingly "pop"-oriented. Recent SF 
cons have included fantasy, gaming, D4D, Elfquest, comics and whatnot, seem¬ 
ingly lacking the SF they proclaim themselves to be. A possible exception 
to this is the inclusion of Trek material. Ben Bova has defended this shift 
in a recent letter to Publisher's Weekly , where he expressed pleasure that 
SF was evolving to reflect interests in video games and the rise in role- 
playing games. Of course, hard-core SF fans rarely read any Bova, so the 
matter becomes an argument of taste. 

I think the main reason for the complaints is because so $uch science 
fiction literature is being largely ignored in favour of trivial works 
destined for predetermined markets of uncritical consumers of one or more 
particular genres. These formula books are generally unimaginative, though 
addicts of the fields concerned swear by their high quality? The best 
analogy is probably the Harlequin Romance novel, in comparison to romance 
literature of considerably more merit. But, you can't convince a Harlequin 
reader to stop reading her interest. So why bother? The answer is simple j 
if you have a horse, don't call it a cow!

Since the last issue of SGJ, several things of note have occurred. Stanton 
Friedman came to Winnipeg for a visit during the winteri I received word that 
J. Allen Hynek has moved the CUFOS office to Phoenixi Michael Persinger has 
published a lengthy- reply to my brief criticism of his TSTi I have spoken at 
a Psychic Fair in Winnipeg, and shared a booth with Roy Baueri the Manitoba 
Mysteries Research Association died an early death in March, 1985, due to a 
decision made by one of its former members. In its place has risen, like a 
Phoenix, the Manitoba Mysteries Group, headed by Roy Bauer and Myself, with a 
few others who don't want any PR (Roy is in charge of the paranormal research, 
and I the "other stuff”).
